PEACE REIGNS 
IN URUGUAY 


Government and Bebels Have 
Signed an Agree- 
ment, 


Geese: 


Montevideo, March 22.—Peace was signed 
today between the Uruguayan govern- 
ment and the rebels. 

The Uruguayan government has sent 
complaint to Brazil forces in the Rio 
Grande province who have joined Uru- 
guayan rebels. 

The Uruguayan revolution broke out 
on March 16 in the departments of Rivera, 
Flores and Maldonado, and thus- lasted 
one week. Previous dispatches stated 
that the rebellion was brought about by 
the White party who are dissatisfied with 
the new president, Ordonez, who suc- 
ceeded President Cuestas, and with the 
recent appointments of departmental pre- 
fects. The government, while taking 
strong military measures 40 suppress the 
revolution, also make certain proposals 
with a view to arriving at a peaceful 
settlement. Four government delegates 
were sent to the disaffecfed provinces to 
treat for peace and the president of Uru- 
guay authorized them to make concilia- 
tory propositions. They were instructed 
to inform Senor Saravia, the instigator 
of the revolution, that as the basis of an 
arrangement the government would agree 
to the appointment under the direction 
of the nationalists, or white party, of 
new prefects in six departments. The 
uprising, according to the dispatches, was 
not generally popular, although the rebels 
mustered 8,000 men who had destroyed 
the railway, cut the telegraph wires and 
were threatening to attack Monteviedo 
itself. From today's dispatch announcing 
peace had been signed it appears that 


the rebels have accepted the concilia 
broposals made by the government. pope

DISPENSARIES 
ARE AFFECTED 


Supreme Court Decisions !n- 
terfere With Liquor 
Shops. 


Recent supreme court decisions have 
interfered seriously with the business of 
certain dispensaries that were doing good 
business in south Georgia, and it is said 
there are others in the state which may 
be affected. 


The particular decision that did the 


‘business was in the case of Loften and 


others against Collins and others, from 
Early county. This case grew out of the 
establishment of a dispensary at Blake- 
ly under the town charter. In the char- 
ter there was a provision giving the 
mayor and council of Blakely the right 
to regulate the sale of liquor in the town, 
Under this prowision the town authorities 
went ahead and established a dispen- 
sary in spite of the fact that Early is 
a dry county. 

In this decision the supreme court rules 
as follows: 


A municipal corporation which has un- 
der its charter exclusive power to ‘‘con- 
trol.and direct’”’ the sale of liquors within 
its limits has no authority, under such 
provision, to organize a dispensary by 
appointing commissioners and authoriz- 
ing them. to sell liquors under certain 
térms and conditions prescribed in the 
ordinance. 


pensary is located had, ‘prior to its or- 
ganization, adopted. the local option law 
which forbids the gale of liquors in that 
county. 


But it seems the Blakely dispensary 
was not the onty one affected by this 
decision. The dispensary at Pelham, in 
Mitchell county, was estabiished under 
a similar provision fn the town charter 
and has been doing a rushing business 
for some time past. The town authorities 
of Pelham reached the conclusion that 


| there was considerable doubt about the 


legality of their dispensary under this 
decision of the supreme court, .and they 
have closed it up. The Pelham dispen- 
sary was doing a profitable business, 
Clearing about $5,000 a year. As soon 
as it became known that it was to be 
closed there was a rush on the dispen- 
Sary keeper and it is saf@ he sold out 
within a short time. 

Another decision in which dispensary 
people were deeply interested was thai of 
Barker v. the State, from Floyd county. 
Barker was indicted and convicted under 
the section of the- code relating to the 
sale of domestic wines, but the sole evi- 
dence against him was that he sold corn 
Wrior. The supreme court reversed the 
decision of the court below, holding that 
as corn whisky was excluded from—the 
domestic wine section, Barker could not 
be convicted under that section for sell- 
ing it. 

There was some fear expressed on ac- 
count of this decision that people would 
go into the corn whisky business in Flovd 
county and-therehy seriously affect the 
operations of the dispensary at Rome. 
Hon. Seaborn Wright and others inter- 
ested in the situation, however, assert 
that this will be impossible, since the 
Sale of corn whisky is proscribed under 
other laws and other sections of the 
code,

MILL OWNERS 


BEAR MARKET 


Claimed That Their Policy Is 
Detrimental to Growers 
of Staple. 


Spartanburg, S. C., March 22.—(Special.) 
The southern yarn commission business is 
unnerved this week by reason of the hide 
and seek game being played by tht two 
factions in New York with the cotton 
market. 

It is said, too, t@at the southern spin- 
ners are getting into a similar predica- 
ment, they looking at the. future board 
of cotton and not at the real stuff it- 
self, 

It is claimed, further, that the sooner 
the mills and spinners in the country 
will let futures alone and go to doing 
a legitimate business, buying cotton and 
selling their production at a fair basis, 
they will be benefited. 

For instance, a mill claiming to have 
75 to 80 per cent of their cotton bought 
will perhaps need 20 to 2% ptr cent more 
to run on until the new crop comes in. 
Instead of holding up the market, pro- 
tecting their 80 per cent, it is said 
fhat they will bear the market down 
that fhey will bear the market down 
in order to try and buy the 20 or 25 per 
cent, thus keeping their production and 
yarns lower at the expense of 2% per 
cent, the cotton really needed to carry 
them through the season, and thus fail- 
ing to protect the cotton actually bought. 

It is further claimed that the mills 
would find. it to their financial interest to 
pay 1 or 2 cents more per pound for the 
20 per cent needed than to sacrifice the 
cotton on hand in order to get this au- 
ditional. 

A well-known commission man says: 

“Let the mills buy what coti#on they 
need to run them, selling their goods 
against it and letting the future market 
take care of itself.’

TRIED TO CLEAN 
OUT THE TOWN 


Desperadoes Captured Aftér 
a Running 
Fight. 


Crawfordsville, Ind., March 22.—Rert 
and Jesse Hills, section men on the Van- 
dalia rallroad, who live at Brown Valley, 
attempted to clean out the town last 
night, but ended their crusade as prison- 
ers, after both had been woundcd. 

To start matters, they attacked the 
station agent at Brown Valley, Arthur 
Jordon, who shot one of them with a re- 
volver. Resenting his action, they went 
to town to get pistols. 

James Patton, proprietor of a store, 
refused to sell the revolvers, and the 
men picked up seale weights and hurled 
them .at Patton and customers who were 
in the store. Several people were knock- 
ed down, but made their escape, leaving 
the Hills in possession of the store. A 
posse was formed and the Hillis took 
refuge in Dr. Williams’ office, which 
they barricaded and successfully resisted 
the attack of the posse. 

In the night they escaped from the office, 
although the posse built © bonfire and 
camped outside. The entire town started 
in pursuit. The fugitives managed to 
elude over one hundred deputies and 
horse-thief detectives who composed th2 
pursuing party. Twice the posse caught 
sight of them, but both ‘imes they es- 
caped, once by seizing a hand car and 
running it down the Vandalia track sev- 
eral miles, and the second time by catch-

/The capture was effected in a wild 
ravine, 30 miles from Brown Valley, by 
Scott Steele, a Crawfordsville policeman, 
single-hanged. His attention was drawn 
to the smoke of their camp fire, and, 
creeping up, he caught the desperadoes, 
worr out with their long chase and fast 
asleep. They made a show of fight, but 
weakened when a bullet from Scott's re- 
volver pierced the cap .of Jesse Hills. 
They were chained together and march- 
ed at tHe point of,a gun 5 miles, where 
they were turned oVer to the sheriff. 

Bert Hills, the leader, is suffering se- 
verely from a bullet in the shoulder, re- 
ceived when the hostilities opened at 
Brown Valley. Jesse Hills received a 
fiesh wound in the running fight.

HOLD UP TROLLEY 


Passenger Fires On The Masked 
Men, 


The Occupants of Car Are Shot at by 
Robbers and One Passenger Is 
Killed and Three Others 
Wounded—The High- 
waymen Escape. 


Los Angeles, Cal., March 2.—Thres 
masked robbers attempted to hold up 4@ 
car on the Los Angeles and Pacific Elec- 
tric railway between Los Angeles and 
Santa Monica last night and after a pis- 
tol fight between C. W. Henderson, 4 
passenger, and one of the robbers, the 
other two highwaymen began shooting 
through the crowded car. 

#H. A. Griswold, of Manson, lowa, was 
killed and three other persons were 
wounded, 

It is believed that one of the robbers 
was wounded but the three desperadoes 
escaped. 

J. C. Cunningham, of Los Angeles, a 
trunk manufacturer, was shot througna 


the left thigh. 
Ellis Pearson, of Sawtelle, was shot 


through the left leg. 

Dr. Cc. H. Bowles, of Los Angeles, was 
shot through the left hand. 

Griswold was a wealthy citizen of Man- 


gon, Iowa. He came here several months 


ago with his mother. 

The holdup occurred at the head of a 
deep cut. The robbers had placed a steel 
tail, a large bench and a cement barrel 
on the track. 

Sprang from the Weeds. 

Charles Curry, the motorman, 54Ww the 
obstruction when the car was several 
hundred yards from it, and at 
turned off the cyrrent. When the car 
struck the - obstruction, three masked 
men sprang from the weeds alongside the 
track. One boarded the front end of the 
car and the other two the rear end. Tne 
first man commanded the passengers O0c- 
cupying the open space to throw up their 
hands. One of them did not comply and 
the robber fired. Henderson then opened 
fire on the robber, shooting as fast as he 
could pull the trigger. The robber turned 
his revolver on Henderson, but as he did 
so he was seen to bend over and cry out. 
Then straightening up he began shooting 
at the passengers in the front seats. One 
of his bullets struck Ellis Pearson in the 
left leg. Henderson. continued firing and 
the robWer was seen to fall. 

In the menatime the two robbers who 
had entered the rear door commanded 
the passengers to hold up their hands, 
and most of them did so. Before any 
attempt could be made _ by the robbers 
to search the passengers for their valua- 
bles the shooting began on the front half 
of the car, which Is open. Then the other 
two robbers began shooting right and left 
into the passengers in the closed section 
of the car. 

Griswoid was seated about the middle 
of the car with his back turned toward 
the robbers. At the command “hands 
up” he tried to secrete his watch under 
his legs and one of the robbers, thinking 
he was about to draw a revolver, fired 
at him. The bullet struck Griswold in 
the back of the neck. He fell over on 
the lap of his mother. 

Dr. C. H. Bowles was near the front 
door and while he had his hands up one 
of the bullets struck his left hand and 
shattered the bones, 

Robbers Make Escape. 

After emptying their revolvers the rob- 
bers backed out of the door and sprang 
eff the car and disappeared. The car 
proceeded with all possible speed to Saw- 


stelle. 


Griswold died before the car had gone 
a mile. He never spoke after he was 
rhot, and when his body was lifted from 
the car, at Santa Monica, his watch was 
found under him on the seat. 

His mother was covered with his blood 
and was almost insane from fright and 
grief. The bullet which killed Griswold 
grazed the cheek of Miss Anna Funk, 
who was traveling with him. . 

At Sawtelle Pearson was taken to his 
home. The other wounded passengers 
were taken to Santa Monica and given 
surgical attention. 

As soon as the shooting was over Hen- 
dc«rson, who had fired at the robbers, 
Sprang from the car and started to run. 
He ran into a wire fence and was knocked 
down. While lying on the ground he 
Saw two of the robbers run to a road 
nearby, climb into a buggy and drive 
toward Los Angeles. 

Every available officer was sent to the 
scene aS soon as the news of the rob- 
bery reached the city, but no trace of the 
robbers was found. The highwaymen 
secured nothing from the: passengers.

How much of this complaint 
is downright. race prejudice—a relic 
of the old “No Nothing” spirit? Statis- 
tics of criminality and pauperism do 
not bear out any such wholesale accu- 
sation against Latin immigrants. In 
the north the Italian is performing 
the labor done by negroes in the south 
—labor which the native American 
will not and is not required to do; 
nor will the north European immi- 
grants long do it. The latter soon 
drift west and become identified with 
prairie agriculture and kindred pur- 


Agriculture is

suits. While the Italian is not the | 


best laborer in “the world, he might 
be worse. 

The United States are essentially a 
com-osite nation and it ill becomes 
Americans to condemn the bridge 
that brought them over. This coun- 
try has abundantly demonstrated its 
capability to healthily assimilate the 
various nationalities of tne world, and 
there has not yet arisen adequate 
cause for alarm on this score. 

That stringent immigration regula- 
tions are salutary and to be insisted 
upon, no thoughtful American will dis- 
pute, but such legislation should be 
conceived in a spirit of sound states- 
manship, unswayed by the clamor of 
prejudice and popular misconception. 

Congress and the Taxing Power. 

There is a distinct tendency on the 
part of some of the republican or- 
gans to take exception to the action 
of the senate in accepting that amend- 
ment to the Cuban treaty which re- 
quires it shall not take effect until 
approved by congress. There is a 
disposition to regard this amend- 
ment as an impairment of the treaty- 
making power which, under the con- 
stitution, is vested in the president 
and the senate. These criticisms are 
based entirely on misconception. The 
fact that the treaty itself sets forth 
that it shall not become effective un- 
til approved by congress is not in the 
least taking away any of the power 
vested in the president and the sen- 
ate. 


In the history of this government. 


there has never been a treaty af- 
fecting revenues which has not been 
approved by the congress. As a 
matter of fact, most of the reciprocl- 
ty treaties, about which a good deal 
has been said during campaigns, have 
never gotten farther than the nego- 
tiation stage. They were signed by 
the secretary of state and the repre- 
sentative of the other government 
directly interested, and then were 
sent to the senate, where they were 
placed in already well-stuffed pigeon 
holes. The president and the senate 
alone hav2 never put through a trealy 
affecting the revenues as these reci- 
procity treatiés do. 

The house of representatives has 
always contended that all. tariff legis- 
jation should originate in that body. 
The senate has taken the position 
that, with regard to reciprocity trea- 
ties, there was no necessity of con- 
sulting the house first, but a majori- 
ty of senators have always held that 
before a treaty which increased or 
reduced the revenue of the govern- 
ment could become effective, it 
would have to meet the approval of 
the house as well as of the senate. 

The whole matter was gone into 
at length by a subcommittee of the 
senate committee. on foreign rela- 
tions, which made a report last De- 
cember. Senator Spooner, of Wis- 
consin, was a member of this sub- 
committee and so was Senator Ba- 
con, of Georgia. It is understood 
that the report was. unanimous, the 
draft being made by Senator Spooner, 
This report quotes the reciprocity 
section of the Dingley tariff, which 
contained these words: “And when 
any. such treaty has been duly rati- 
fied by the senate and approved by 
congress, and public proclamation 
made accordingly, then and thereaf- 
ter the duties which shall be collect- 
ed by the United States,” shall be 
the duties set forth in the treaty. 

The fact that the treaty-making 
power lies in the president and the 
senate, the president taking the ini- 
ative and the senate approving or re- 
jecting as it sees fit, is set forth in 
this report very clearly, and at the 
same time it is declared that congress 
does not possess any power to fet- 
ter or limit the exercise of this con- 
stitutional function. Congress can- 
not force the president to negotiate 
a treaty nor can it prevent his nego- 
tiating ore; and whether the senate 
will advise and consent to it without 
amendment*is a matter committed 
entirely to the discretion of the sen- 
ate. 

But the distinction is clearly drawn 
between treaties which may be self- 
executing and those which may re- 
quire legislation by congress to make 
them effective. 

“If a treaty,” says Senator Spoon- 
er in his report, “be such as to re- 
quire legislative action, and when en- 
tered into by the president and rati- 
fied by the senate does not meet the 
approval of congress, it has the pow- 
er to withhold the legislation § re- 
quisite to give it effect; yet with the 
preliminary steps to negotiation and 
ratification, the congress has noth- 
ing whatever, under the. constitution, 
to do.” 

In other words, such a treaty as 
this one with Cuba could have been 
negotiated by the president and act- 
ed tipon by the senate even if there 
had been no reciprocity treaty. pro- 
vision in the Dingley tariff law. 

The question whether a reciproci- 
ty treaty, changing tariff duties pre- 
viously fixed by law, could of iteelf 
and without the approval of the con- 
gress become operative, has never 
been tested by the supreme court of 
the United States. The majority of 
constitutional lawyers, 


members of the senate without any 
regard to political affiliations, evi- 
dently believe that such a treaty 
would be a distinct violation of the 
constitutional provision which places 
all the power “to lay and collect. tax- 
es, duties, imposts and exercises” in 
the hands of the congress. 

Senator Spooner concluded his re- 
port by recommending that each of 
the reciprocity treaties be amended 
by the senate by the insertion of the 
additional provision: . “This treaty 
shall not take effect until the same 
shall have been approved by the con- 
gress.

Great Britain and Mr. Bowen. 

The British government has, in re- 
sponse to in inquiry made by Secre- 
tary Hay, expressed regret that a com- 
munication from the British minister 
at Caracas reflecting upon the veracity 
of ‘United States Minister Bowen 
should have appeared in a blue book 
recently issued Dy the British foreign 
office. 

The British minister to Venezuela 
has been a Mr. Haggard, a brother of 
the writer of the same name. During 
the events which led up to the block- 
ade of Venezuelan ports by Great Brit- 
ain and Germany, with Italy as silent 
partner, there were some differences 
of opinion between the American and 
English ministers, the latter taking 
the position that Venezuela had some 
rights which ought to be considered. 
A controversy over the capture of a 
small vessel by the Venezuelan au- 
thorities was the occasion for the 
statement, made by Mr. Haggard, in a 
report to his government, that “the 
American minister was most anxious, 
for reasons best known to himself, to 
represent the conduct of the Venezue- 
lan authorities in the most favorable 
possible light;” and he adds that he 
placed too much faith in thé complete 
accuracy of certain statements made 
by Secretary Russell, of the American 
legation, whom ne held to be influenc- 
ed by Mr. Bowen. This communica- 
tion seemed to raise a direct question 
as to the veracity of both Mr. Russell 
and Mr. Bowen, the secretary, how- 
ever, being put in the light of a victim 
‘rather that the responsible principal. 

That such a communication should 
have been published was regarded by 
the state department authorities most 
unusual and the British government 
lost no time in expressing its regret 
that the publication had been made. 

Before this Mr. Haggard had been 
transferred to another post of duty. 
Mr. Bowen will go back to Venezuela 
with the plaudits of his government 
and of the American people for the 
good work he has done in behalf of 
the South American republic which 
the big powers were endeavoring to 
bully. Some time in the near future, 
when he has completed his present du- 
ties, he will doubtless receive a pro- 
motion which will accord with the 
ability he has shown himself to pos- 
SeSS,

Governor Bullock on Reconstruction. 
In the current issue of The Inde- 
pendent, of New York, Hon. Rufus 
B. Bullock, Georgia's reconstruction 
governor, has a historical review of 
that stormy period under the head of 
“Reconstruction in Georgia, 1865-’70.” 
Ex-Governor Bullock interlards his 
able paper with few partisan argu- 
ments endeavoring to confine his re- 
sume to statements of fact as he ob- 
served and understood the momentous 
events in which he so prominently fig- 
ured. After a lapse of more than a 
quarter of a century, with so many 
revolutionary changes intervening, it 
is natural that the present should be 
rusty on the concrete history of the re- 
construction era, and Georgians of to- 
day will find much in Mr. Bullock's 
article worth preservation in their 
scrapbooks. He gives an intimate ac- 
count of the bitter struggle between 
the adherents of the rejected recon- 
struction policy of President Johnson 
and those of the enforced congression- 
al policy—a struggle that for a time 
divided the white citizenship of the 
state and made and unmade some of 

Georgia's strongest men politically. 

Mr. Bullock pays a high tribute to 
Governor Joseph E. Brown 4nd con- 
tends that his course as leader of the 
“congress” party has been logically 
vindicated by events, Of Alexander 
H. Stephens he says: 

The election in Georgta of Mr. Alexan- 
der H. Stephens, late vice-president of 
the Confederated States, to the United 
States ‘senate startled the north. and 
yet he was the fittest and safest man 
for the position at that time, He com- 
manded the unlimited eonfidence of the 
Union element—the anti-seeession senti- 
ment of Georgia, which before hostili- 
ties were inaugurated constituted a ma- 
jority. The intelligence and property 
of Georgia were rot in favor of the ex- 
periment of secezsion as a remédy for 
|imaginary dangers, and Mr. Stephens 
|was their leader. * © * No man then

In view of Mr. Bullock’s prominence 
in the past political affairs of Georgia 
and his standing in the republican par- 
ty, anything he may have to say touch* 
ing the status of the southern negro 
today is especially interesting.

Except in sporadic cases the colored 
people Rave been well treated, invari- 
ably .so by the former master class. 
“Our brother in black’’ is making won- 
derful strides In advance, both on edu- 
cational and industrial lines. Free rudi- 
mentary education tor the colored chil- 
dren was provided by the constitution 
of 1868, and the state has cé estab- 
jished and~- supports a valfable insti- 
tution with “agricultural and industrial 


features, exclusively for colored 


students. 

The large amount of property re- 
turned by the negroes in Georgia on 
which they pay taxes is the highest 
evidence that their environment js not, 
unfriendly. 

No harm has come to Georgia be- 
cause of the negro’s emancipation or his 
enfranchisement, except that. of our 
own making. Legislative efforts for his 
disfranchisement have received only 
scant suppoyst, and the controlling’ senti- 
ment is opposed to his expatriation or 
emigratiocn.. He is welcome to his home 
here with us. 


At this time of revamping the old 
race issue as a theme of national dis- 
cussion, such papers as that of ex-Gov- 
ernor Bullock in The Independent are 
both timely and instructive.

Un- 
der the present law the members of the 
next house.will be elected at the samé 
time they have always been, and will 
serve two terms just as they have always 
done. The reason our present repre- 
sentatives will serve in 1904 is because thé 
election for that year does not occur 
until after the time provided by this 
new law for representatives to meet, and 
the representatives elected in 19% will 
serve during the years 19% and 19%. This 
is a duty incumbent upon them from the 
provisions of our state constitution, 
where it says they shall hold office until 
their successors are elected.

“What is to be the basis for arriving at 
the value of a franchise?’ is the ques- 
tion that is being asked on every hand 
who are interested. 

Comptroller General Wright has given 
the question thorough study preparatory 
¢o getting in these returns. In answer 
to this query he said: 

“There is but One way I can see to 
arrive at the value of a franchise for 
taxation, and that is to deduct the value 
of the physical property of a corporation 
from the total market value of its stocks 
and bonds outstanding. The remainder 
must represent the value of the corporate 
franchise. for it {is a value that is there, 
gnd the franchise is the only thing it can 
represent.’ 

Will Make No Reductions. 

“From the value of a franchise so 
ascertained, do you expect to make any 
reduction so as to put the value of fran- 
chisee for taxation on the same basis as 
return values of other property?” is a 
question that has been asked the comp- 
troller general by several prominent repre- 
gentatives of corporations. 

“l have conferred with the attorney 
genera! about that matter,’” was Camp- 
troller General Wright's answer, ‘‘and he 
is of the opinion that I have no authority 
whatever to make such reductions While 
{t is true that a vast amount of prop- 
erty is returned at only about 60 per 
cent of its market value, the law re- 
quires that it shall be returned at full 
value. and it presumes that the officers 
who are appointed to carry Out its pro- 
visions, require that this be done. Under 
the attorney general's view of the case, 
therefore, I will have to require that 
franchises be returned at their full value.’’ 

The chances are that in many instances 
corporations will object to these high 
Valuations and the result will be numer- 
Ous arbitrations similar to the arbitra- 
tions that have been held over the physi- 
eal property returns of corporations in 
the past. While the comptroller gen- 
eral does not know how the arbitratorsy 
will view the matter, ne considers that 
they have more latitude in arriving at a 
determination than he has. It is likely, 
therefore, that there will be considerable 
scaling of full franchise values, before 
the final returns on which taxes must 
be paid, are of record in the comptroller 
general's office. 

The details of the matter are some- 
what complex, and it will require some 
time to work them out, so that it will 
not be known just how the new law is 
going to operate until after the question 
has been dealt with. 

All Franchises Taxable. 3 

The new franchise tax act provides 


“B . specifically for the taxation of those fran- 


chises which exercise the right of emi- 
Nent domain. At the same time section 
dof the act says that nothing contained 
in it shall be construed to exempt from 
taxaiion any franchise whatsoever. 

¢ There has been considerable interest 
to know just how Comptroller General

Every individual or corporation in the 
State, therefore, will have to answer 
or it is the owner of any 
franchise, and take oath as to the value 
of it.

LIGHTING BIDS 


At Council Meeting This Affer- 
noon Question Comes Up, 


—_——_ 


Many Citizens Will Attend Meeting. 
Mayor Howell Determined That 
City Lights Shall Cost 
Less Money.

Two important meetings are to be held 
this afternoon at the city hall. Both 
are scheduled for 8 o'clock, but it is 
probable that one will be postponed until 
after the other has been concluded. 
“The meetings are those of the general 
council and of council's charter revision 
committee, of which Councilman James 
L. Key is chairman. Council will meet for 
the purpose of opening and referring the 
bids for the electric lighting contract of 
the municipaiity, and the charter revision 
coinmittee will meet for the purpose of 
rearing from interested citizens and con- 
sidering the advisarility of increasing 
the number of wards in the city. 

The meeting upon the electric lighting 
contract will doubtless be attended by 
many interested citizens. Bids are to be 
received from those who desire doing 
the electric lighting business of Atlanta. 
The advertisement asking for these bids 
has been inserted in The Constitution the 
required number of days. So far no bids 
have been received, but this was to be 
expected, as all who desire bidding would 
raturally wait until the last day. They 
must submit their propositions, however, 
before noon today. 

It is believed by some that there will 
be only one bid, that of the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company, although 
it is not improbable that there will be 
at least one other bidder and perhaps 
two. Notwithstanding the fact that only 
one bid is expected, it is believed that 
Atlanta will have the municipal lighting 
done cheaper next year. 

To Have Cheaper Lights. 

Both Mayor Howell and Chairman Ste- 
phens, of the electric light committee, 
have promised that they will make it 
their business to have cheaper lights, aad 
the latter has stated what he intends do- 
ing in the event that certain proposl- 
tlons are submitted. If the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric Company, declares the 
chairman, bids as low or lower than $60 
per arc per annum he will favor giving 
the contract to that company for a pe- 
riod of five years. If the bid is more 
than $60 per are per annum, he states, 
he will favor a proposition to give the 
company the lighting contract for one 
year, whigh will give the city twelve 
months fn which to solve the problem of 
municipal ownership of a lighting plant, 

Bids are to be submitted for terms of 
one, three and five years. 
Special Council Meeting. 

The fact that Mayor Howell is very 
much interested in the question of munic- 
ipal lighting is evidenced by the fact 
that he has called a special meeting of 
couneil for this afternoon at 3 o'clock for 
the purpose of opening the bids. 

The meeting of the charter 
committee this afternoon is not without 
its share of interest. During the last 
session of the committee it was decided 
rot to extend the city limits, the opinion 
being that it will not be necessary to 
increase the size of the municipality 
until the year befere the next census ia 
taken. 

‘This matter having been decided, it ‘is 
now the intention of the committee to 
take up the question of increasing the 
number of wards in Atlanta In order 
to make them more uniform in size. 
Citizens who care to be heard are ex- 
pected to attend the meeting this after- 
noon, as it is the intention of the mem- 
bers of the committee to reach some 
decision regarding the matter. 

New York Situation. 

In view of the fact that council will 
this afternoon open bids for the mun)- 
cipal lighting contract it is interesting to 
note that the city of New York is at 
present engaged in a serious endeavor to 
solve the lighting question, and ag a re- 
sult many converts to municipal owner- 
ship have been made, 

When the municipal authorities awoke 
they found that the monopoly that has 
gradually been growing stronger in that 
city has been gradually increasing the 
price of lights until now the exorbitant 
sum of $146 per are per annum is paid, 

This is for arcs of 2,000 candle power. 
Of cvurse, there is No such thing as ‘‘can- 
die power’’ in estimating the intensity 
of electric lights, but as the same term 
is used regarding Atlanta's lights, which 
are supposed to be of 2,000 candle power, 
the expression is quoted. 

New York authorities find that new 
bids recently submitted for the lighting 
contract are for $146 per arc per annum, 
against the $538.50 of Atlanta, the $63.51 
of Chicago and the $63.82 of Detroit. In 
the two last cities the lighting stations 
are owned by the municipality. 

During a recent meeting of New York's 
board. of estimate and apportionment, 
Colonel Robert Grier Monroe, commis- 
sioner of water supply, gas and. elec- 
tricity, made an interesting report upon 
the question of municipal. ownership in 
New York, which created somewhat of a 
sensation, when it was furnished to the 
people through the newspapers, 

The latter part of the report is as fol- 
lows: 

“The city of New York would hava, 
therefore, three definite advantages over 
such a company as the New York Ed- 
ison Gompany in supplying electricity for 
public uses: 

‘“a) Low interest payments based on 
loans measured by funds actually re- 
quired for construction as distinguished 
from the fixed charges which burden an 
inflated capitalization. 

‘‘(b) The free use of subway rights 
which the city has had for years, and 
from which it has until now benefited 
only to a small degree. 

‘‘(c) Keonomy in construction and opera- 
tion resulting from the adoption of all re- 
cent improvements and from having in 
view a single purpose—public ‘lighting— 
without the complication incident to fur- 
nishing a genera] commercial supply. 

“On December 24, 1887, Chicago placed 
i noperation its first municipal lighting 
station, and on the 24th of December last 
completed its fifteenth year of municipal 
ownership and operation of an electric 
lighting system. For the year 1902 the 
total cost per lamp of 2,000 candle power 
per year is stated by it to be $63.61. The 
city of Chicago also publishes a report 
showing all that has been expended for 
construction and operation of its electric 
light plant from 1887 to 1902. It hag cost,

Nevada Senator Wants An 
Vitation Extended, 


The Party and the Tariff—He Con- 
tends That Reciprocity Means 
Fagoritism at Home and 
Abroad—Possibilities 
of Enmities.

Washington, March 21.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—‘‘We should give Cuba clear- 
ly and unequivocally to understand that 
if she wishes commercial union with this 
country and conditions of commerce not 


enjoyed by other independent. nations, 
she must seek political union with us 
in the form of annexation as a part of 
the republic.”’ 

This is the concliéding sentence of an 
exceedingly interesting statement in which 
Senator Newlands, of Nevada, sets forth 
his reasons for opposing reciprocity legis- 
lation for Cuba unless it is accompanied 
by a formal invitation to membership in 
the great American union. The speech of 
Senator Newlands in support of the 
amendment he proposed tto the reciprocity 
treaty is regarded by his fellow senators, 
democrats and republicans alike, one of 
the ablest and most interesting discus- 
Sions of the issues involved in Cuban 
reciprocity that has been heard in either 
house since the Cuban question first began 
to demand the attention of congress. 

Not only because of the strong stand 
he took for Cuban annexation, but also 
because of his strong presentat‘on of the 
objections—as he sees them—to the whole 
idea of reciprocity treaties. Indeed, with 
many senators his clear analysis of the 
results to follow the adoption of a sys- 
tem of tariff changes through so-called 
reciprocity treaties Is regarded one of 
the most valuable of recent contributions 
to the discussion of tariff making and 
tariff changing—a question which !s sure 
to play a most prominent part in the 
legislation of the new congress and in 
the political contests of the near {&- 
ture, 


The Newlands Amendment. 


The speech of Senator Newlands was 
delivered at an executive session of the 
Senate and, therefore, will not be pub- 
lished. In view of the talk it has cre- 
ated, I have asked Senator Newiands for 
a brief statement of his views which 
he has given me. 

With regard to annexation, the purpose 
he seeks is set forth in the following 
amendment he proposed to the Cuban 
treaty: 

The republic of the United Staves, 
recognizing the intimate relationship 
between the republic of Cuba ana it- 
self, and being desirous of stil] fur- 
ther promoting freedom of trade and 
commercial union, and of sfrengthen- 
Ing the bonds of amity and friendship 
between the people of the two coun- 
tries, cordially invites the republic of

( @ constitu 
thea’ Mretee tion and laws of the 
oe pereedment will doubtless be pro- 

“te when the Cuban bill or joint reso- 
ution approving the tweaty gets before 
the senate at its next session—whether

Or an extra session to be called earlier. 

Senator Newlands contends, in support 
of this proposition, that’ annexation in- 
volves the best commercial union. “Com- 
mercial union with Cuba is desirable,” 
says he. “But the best kind of commer- 
cial union can be secured through polit- 
ical union. Political union means abso- 
lute free trade between this country and 
Cuba. It means the proud position of a 
sovereign state in the American union. 
aposition much higher than that of a 
weak republic tied by the string of de- 
pendence to a great republic. Texas was 
an ‘independent republic; is there any 
doubt that her position was improved by 
becoming. a state in the American 
union?”’ 

From Our Standpoint. 

Speaking from the standpoint of the 
United States, Senator Newlands said: 

“Whatever may be thought of imperial 
expansion, there has never been much 
serious contention over the expansion of 
the republic, embracing, according to its 
traditions, the acquisition of contiguous 
continental territory and adjacent islands 
essential ta our coast defense. There 
never has been a day since the time of 
Jefferson when the annexaton of Cuba 
as a part of the United States has not 
been regarded as desirable by the Amer- 
ican people. 

‘Cuba’s soil is unsurpassed in rich- 
ness; it is unequaled in any part of the 
United States. Our people can live there 
without deceneration. The island is c¢a- 
pable of supporting twelve of fifteen mii- 
lion people. Her people are less unde- 
sirable now than they wil be after ten 
or fifteen years of independence. Cuba 
as a state in the union will be unsur- 
passed in wealth and prosperity. The 
island wil) be the sanitarium: of the en- 
tire country. The climate of Cuha is 
milder in winter and cooler in summer 
ag that of the United States general- 
y , 


In arguing with his Cemocratie col- 
leagues, Senutor Newlands contends that 
democrats should advocate extending cor- 
Cial invitation to Civtha, as this is directly 
in line with the traditional policy of ex- 
panding the republic as opposed to “the 
modern policy of expanding the empire.” 
It is never to be expected, he argues, 
that Cuba would consent to assume the 
abject position of a dependency, such 
as is now occupied by the Philippine 
islands and Porto Rico, and she wouid 
naturally fears, if she makes the offer 
of annexation, that she would be put in 
such inférior position. The United States 
should remove all apprehension in this 
respect by extending tormal invitation 
to come in. 

Democrats and Tariff Legislation.

senator from Nevada is this: 

“The democratic pirty should take 
strong ground against reciprocal treati¢s 
of any kind.

“The fiscal system of a country should 
Its rates of taxation should 
be fixed in amount, certain in ascertain- 
ment, and fair in distribution. They 
should be imposed by the legislative 
body, and should not be subjected to the 
changing action of the treaty-making 
power, controlled by sentiment or by in- 
terest in its relations with other coun-, 
tries. The system should not be made 
the subject of bargain or sale. Our duty 
should not be one thing to one person 
and another thing to another, nor should 


it be less to one nation than to another.” 


Senator Newlands believes that a tariff 
based on the _ reciprocity idea would 
bring favoritism to some domestic indus- 
tries at the expense of others, and that 
the government by adopting this reciproc- 
ity system would necessarily fail jin its 
duty of absolutely fair treatment as be- 
tween its citizens. 

“Whatever party is In power, the cus- 
tem houses will not be abolished,” he ar- 
gues. ‘The revenue of the country wiil 
be largely derived from customs duties, 
and these duties will necessarily give 
either designed or incidental protection 
to domestic industries. Reciprocity means 
that the products of certain domestic 
industries will go into other countries or 
favored conditions, and that the products 
of foreign industries in such countries 
will come into this country on favored 
conditions, and thus work disadvantage 
to similar domestic industries. No reci- 
procity treaty can be devised which will 
not promote certain domestic industries 
at the expense of Sthers. Reciprocity 
with Cuba means that we favor our man- 
ufacturing interests at the expense of our 
agricultural interests.”’ 


Trouble with Friendly Nations. 


The improbablility of according fair and 
impartial treatment to equally, friendly 
nations—this involving, as must neces- 
sarily be the case, bitter commercial ri- 
valries and in all probability serious in- 
ternational complications—furnishes, in 
the opinion of the Nevada senator; a very 
weighty argument against the reciproc- 
ity system. He adds: 

“Reciprocity means favoritism in all 
foreign relations. Every consideration of 
interest which compels free trade inside 
of the republic compels impartial trade 
with the outside world, Reciprocity means 
favored trade with certain nations. It 
means giving one country an adv 
that is not given to another. Such a 
policy will undoubtedly secure the enmity, 
hatred and jealousy of the nations less 
favored. If the sugar of Cuba is to be 
admitted with a reduced duty, why not 
the sugar of Jamaica, Bngland’s coiony? 
Is England less friendly than Cuba, .or 
is England to be punished because her 
tariff imposes less restraint upon the im- 
portation of our products than Cuba's? 
Why, also, should not France’s sugar 
be admitted with reduced taiff—France, 
the traditional friend of the United 
States? 

“Reciprocity will force retaliation. If 
reciprocity is a wise policy it should be 
extended to other countries, and the nat- 
ural impulse will be to seek reciprocity 
with countries which now impose the 
most restraint upon the importation of 
our products. Germany has been most 
pronounced in this direction, If recip- 
rocity is to be our controlling policy, 
we would naturally treat with Germany 
first. We would not seek to treat with 
Great Britain, because she puts No re- 
straint upon our importations. England, 
therefore, would find herself discriminated 
against and Germany favored, simply 
because England was liberal and Ger- 
many was restrictive. How long could 
England afford to stand this discrimina- 
tion? Would she not be forced to re- 
taliate by barring out our products, in 
order to secure a favored arrangement? 
Would it be wise for the United States 
to place a premium upon discrimination 
against our products by giving the most 
hostile country the most favored ar- 
rangement? Foreign European countries 
are now exceedingly restive because of

Accident toa Line of Coal

Time Draws Near When At- 
lanta’s Answer Must 
Be Given. 


The time is drawing near when At- 
lanta must give her answer as to whether 
she wants established in her midst the 
great Presbyterian university which it 
is proposed to form by the union and 
combination of those at Clarksville, 
Tenn., and Columbia, 8S. C. The execu- 
tive committee which has had the mat- 
ter in charge must give its answer by 
April 1,° and the information and sub- 
scriptions upon which to base an affirm- 
ative answer must, therefore, be in hand 
this week. 

To this end every member of the com- 
mittees which were appointed by Presi- 
dent J. K. Orr to take up the work of 
soliciting subscriptions, is requested to 
attend the meeting of these committees, 
to be held at 4 o'clock this afternoon in 
the chamber of commerce, 

This afternoon the reports of al] of 
these committees will be consolidated with 
a view to preparing a general report to 
be made to the mass meeting of citizens 
which will be held in the council cham- 
ber under the call of Mayor Howell 
Wednesday afternoon at 4 o’clock. 

By the time the mass meeting is held 
it is hoped that committees will be able 
to report having raised at least $75,000 of 
the $100,000 needed from the citizens of 
Atlanta, if this project is to be success- 
ful. The Presbyterians of Atlanta have 
obligated themselves to subscribe $150,000 
of the amount asked to bring the uni- 
versity here, and the two institutions will 
bring combined assets and endowments 
of $500,000. 

Attention is called to the fact that the 
amounts subscribed are not payable all 
in one lump sum, but in four payments 
aunuaily, commencing with January, 1904. 
Subscribers to the fund, therefore, will 
have plenty of time in which to meet 
the obiigation. 

The Presbyterians throughout the south, 
outside of Atlanta, expect to raise an- 
other $250,000 for the institution so that 
it will have when finally established an 
endowment of 41,000,000. Such an insti- 
tution will undoubtedly prove one of the 
greatest seats of learning and culture to 
be found in the south.

Derwck, of the New York diocese of 
the African Methodist Episcopal church, 
and the Rev. Dr. R. D. Stinson, commis- 
sioner of the Morris Brown college, of 
Atlanta, Ga., an institution for the edu- 
cation of negroes, addressed a cungre- 
gation of colored people in the Bethel 
African Methodist Episcopal! church in 
this city and both were hopeful of the 
future of the colored race. Dr. Derrick 
pointed out that education for. the 
masses, both white and hbhlack, in the 
south is deficient, and continued’ 

“‘What the colored people of the south 
need is the passuge of a bil! Iike the 
BKiair measure in the last congress. That 
bill is based on a sound conception of 
the educational needs of the southern 
negro We do not ask the nation to 
q@nsion us. We ask the nation to edu- 
cate us that we can support ourscives.”’ 

Speaking of the belief among northern 
reople that colored people are nct safe 
in the south, Stinson said;....*‘You 
think we are going to be annihilated 
down there some day, hecause 
scme one like Mr. Tillman comes up 
here and makes a few statements. The 
fact of the matter is that the governor 
himself could not stop the punishment 
of the negroes in some cases where they 
were guilty, even if he stood right with 
the people who were taking the iaw 
into their own hands. They are Sust as 
mony people, white people, in the south 
vho oppose such acts as there are in 
the north.’’

Ask For Protection From Alleged 
"Barbarities” of Whites 


Assert That for No Crime Members 
of Their Race Are Burned at 
Stake, and That Pieces of 
Their Burning Flesh Are 
Sold as Souvenirs. 


Cleveland, Ohio, March 22.—(Special.)— 
While American missionaries and church 
people are appealing to the powers of 
Europe to stop the atrocities which peri- 
odically are precticed on the Armenians, 
the same powers will receive a most 
pathetic appeal from the negroes of the 
United States, asking the foreign couris 
to protect them from the “barbarities’’ 


of the white pecple of this country. The | 
same appeal slsc will go to most of the | 


other rulers of the earth. 

C. W. Hines, chairman of the execu- 
tive committee of the Equal Rights As- 
sociation, is the author of the appeal to 
the old world, which says in part: 

“We, the Afro-Americans of the United 
States of America, are brutally and bar- 
barously maltreated and basely compell- 
ed, for no crime or misdemeanor, to 
suffer every indignity, cruelty and mur- 
der that inhuman, fiendish nature can 
invent, by some of those who once held 
the Afro-Americans in bondage and 
slavery, and who still, without cause, 
harbor in their hearts a deadly hatred 
against the Afro-American race. 

‘From one to five or more are either 
tortured, hung, shot or butchered and 
driven from their homes daily, while 
others are burnt to death at the stake, 
and while the victims are writhing in 
pain in the fire, their ears, eyes and 
fingers are cut out and off for souvenirs, 
and pieces ef their sizzling. frying and 
burning flesh are slashed from their burn- 
ing bodies and are auctioned off to the 
righest bidder.’’

Eight Members of the 1903 Baseball Team of the Georgia School of Technology—They Are All in Fine 
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James Bagley, who is accompanying 
The New York American League baseball 
team as correspondent for several New 
York newspapers, has long been an au- 
thority on sports, particularly pugilism, 
baseball and yvachting. He is known all 
over the country by his nom de plume, 
“Right Cross.’ 

While reading copy on the sporting 
desk of The Journal, Mr. Bagley wrote 
a description of what Corbett and Fitz- 
Simmons would do in the ring at Carson 
City when they bumped into each other. 
In it he tipped Fitz to win. The article 
Was written in a style then unknown. 
It had the adjective habit so thick upon 
it and was so rich in new slang that 
it brought Mr. Bagley to the attention 
of Arthur Brisbane, the managing editor. 

That was the beginning of Mr. Bag- 
ley’'s “Right Cross’’ career. The nom 
de plume was taken from the most ef- 
fective blow in boxing, where the right 
hand is crossed over an opponent's guard 
for-a knockout to the jaw. 

Describing prize fights came easy to 
Mr. Bagley, as he had once held an 
amateur lightweight championship  him- 
self, and personally knew all the first- 
Class artists of the mitts. His articles 
became extensively copied, owing partic- 
ularly to their style, which was pecu- 
Harlv his own. His metaphor and 
simile were startling, and in addition 
he Jent a phrasing to a sport, brutal in 
-ts mature, which gave to it all the dig- 
nity of the Olympian games. He was 
probably the only one who pointed out 
in newspaper print that the first report | 
of a prize fight was made by Homer, 
where the blind poet describes the glove 
contest between Ulysses andthe beggar. 

In a preliminary article weighing the 
chances of Corbett and Jeffries prior 
to their battle at Coney Island, New 
York, Mr. Bagley said: 

“You might as well tru.to blew open 
a safe with a seidlitz poWder as to stack 
up your yellow paper on long Jim and 
expect a visit from the ‘sfakeHolder.” — 

Speaking of ‘“‘Kid;) McCoy and Peter 
Maher before they fought “at the Coney 
Island Club, he said: 

“Peter couldn't hit 
carriage whip.” 

In calling the time on the result of a 
big fight Mr. Bagley was very success- 
ful. He had two prominent misses when 
Fitz lost to Jeffries the first time and 
when Young Corbett beat Terry Mce- 
Govern. But he had lots of company 
there. NO one familiar with the game 
thought otherwise than did he. Before 
the second battle between Fitz and. Jef- 
fries, Mr. Bagley said that Fitz had 
“as much chance as a snowdrop jin a 
barrel of ink."’ 

Speaking of Jeffries at the same time 
he said he was “the most corrugated 
brute that ever humped his boulders in 
a low tide bodice.” 

Mr. Bagley doesn't write copy at the 
ring side. He always dictates direct to 
a telegraph operator. He never takeg 
his eyes off the men in the ring. and 
rattles off his discriptron, metaphor, siang 
and all, as they fight. 

The best stunt he ever did was at the 
‘Young Corbett’’-McGovern ‘go’ at 
Hartford, Conn. He eouldn't get a wire 
in the building and the telegraph office 
was four blocks away. The fight was 
on Thanksgiving afternoon and he had 
to get his story to The Evening Journal. 
He put in a long distance telephone affair 
and telephoned about 8,000 words of the 
fight, beating The Evening World on the 
street with the result over seven minutes. 
It cost him $300, but he knew The Jour- 
nal would stand for it, if he made good, 
It was the first time a fight had ever 
been. telephoned direct to’ a newspaper 
office, 

Mr. Bagley is an old baseball reporter. 
He’ covered baseball for The New York 
World for several years, and he and Sam 
Crane, of The New York Journal, have 
done many diamond stunts in common. 

Mr. Bagley's descriptions of the inter- 
national yacht races between the Colum- 
bia and Shamrock IT and III were ac- 
knowledged by all the New York yacht- 
ing experts to’be the best:thing ever 
done on yachting. He tipped Columbia 
to win three straight races before the 
first Shamrock had her ‘fury rig out of 
her, and did the same thing when Lipton

Methodists know not the value of their 
songs of Zion and the Wesleyan hymns 
unless they could visit lands where these 
are not known and sung. Catho.ic coun- 
tries suffer because not one of the com- 
munities join in the solemn chantings in 
Latin. Immortality awaits that poe. who 
will make hearty and heartilul sons for 
Latin countries. 

“The conversion of any child of man 
is the great evidence that God comes tv 
earth and speaks directly to him. The 
sleeping Samuel hears ‘the voice that 
passed by. the old priest Ell. He hears 
the childish treble of my little one in 
Now I lay me down to sleep,’ as well 
now as he has always heard the cry of 
his children. 

“Christianity precedes ail civilfzation. 
Civilization follows the conversion of the 
people and often corrupts it. Progress 
depends upon the fact that man is born 
again. Paul claimed to preach a gospel 
that quickened those who were dead in 
trespasses and sin. It was a transition 
of a man from one kingdom to another, 
ana the two kingdoms are in sharp con- 
trast. as much as light 1s to darkness, 
the kingdom of God and the kingdom of 
Satan. Nicodemus, with ali his investi- 
gations of the great teacher from God, 
was told simply that he must be born 
again. 

“The birth into the kingdom must be 
individual and personal That preacher 
who looks for great upward movements 
of religion. where many would come at 
once almost insensibly into the kingdom, 
is to be. pitied. There are no ‘blocks of 
five’ in this business. You can't slide them 
in-on skids, nor by any sacerdstalism, or 
system of rituals, priest's mutterings of 
vaulted church domes that glitter ia al- 
most completely forsaken desolation. Il 
is by the spirit and power of the gospel 
of the son God working in eacn separate 
heart and transforming each séparate 
life. The new -birth is supernatural and 
should be. It is made possivie only by 4 
crucified savior. The death pangs of the 
Christ on Calvary are the birth pangs of 
God’s children on earth into the regener- 
ated life.” 

Bishop Candler was strong in all his 
illustrations and suggestions. His ser- 
mon was practical and powerful in the 
application he made of it. No more 
synopsis could give an adequate conce}- 
tion of this utterance and of the inspit 
ing occasion that it met.

Unless we have the condi- 
tions of family life described in the text, 
the Lord will still smite the earth with 
a curse. 

“There is need of a reformer on the 
threshold of the twentieth century with 
the spirit of Elijah, the courage of John 
and the love of Jesus to restore the fam- 
ily to a sesne of its position and respon- 
sibility. The home is essential to the 
perpetuity and progperity of the state. 
Take note of France, where the death 
rate exceeds the birth rate. Such nome 
life as is needed is possible only through 
the religion of Christ: it must be tHe 
ruling power in the home. 

“The Atlanta Constitution some time 
Bgo printed an editorial in which this par- 
Agraph occurred: ‘Our new civilization 
makes the home nothing and the state 
everything. What is to become of our 
society when millions of men.and women 
cease to respect their ties of domestic 
relationship? The old-fashioned home, 
which is the outcome of the divine insti- 
tution of marriage, is the foundation of 
the only civilization worth having ’ 

“The ease and frequency of divorce. 
the evolution of the new woman, and the 
demands of social and business life are 
the principal wits that are striking at 
the root of home life and of civilization. 
A revival is needed; not one of sentiment 
and tears, but one of repentance and re- 
Yormation. While there are dangers and 
perils, there is also room for gratitude, | 
courage, faith and hope. God's prom- '! 
ises do not fail.’

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At the morning service at the Centra! 
Congregational church yesterday Dr. 
Jenkins preached an impressive sermon 
on the subject, “At Ease in Zion.” The 
sermcn was a warning to Christiang to 
avoid religious indolence and a plea for 
a united, loyal, praying and working 
church. 

In the course of his remarks the speaker 
called attention to the inclination of 
many Christians to content themselves 
with their personal salvation while neg- 
lecting the real work of Christianity, 
and pointed out the danger of allowing 
the sensa of one’s own righteousness and 
the comfort in one’s own Christian virtue 
to overshadow the duties of the Christian 
life. 

“Our homes and books are so attrac- 
tive, Our pleasures so fascinating, our 
business 80 engrossing and our ambitions 
so absorbing,’”’ he said, ‘‘that we are 
tempted to give too little time and 
thought to our religion and too little ef- 
fort to the carryirg forward of Christ's 
kingdom in the world. We are prone to 
feel that we are in a circle removed from 
the evil around us, and that we have no 
part in the great world of sinfulness and 
sorrow.”’ 

Dr. Jenkins made an earnest appeal for 
a thorough awakening of Christian in- 
terest, for faithful, prayerful, Christian 
effort and for a loyal, united Christian 
church, end expressed the hope that a 
revival of faith and a greater work for 
Christ would date from this service. 
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“The Divinity of Jesus Christ” was the 
subject of the sermon preached yester- 
day morning at Moore Memorial church 
by Dr. A. R. Holderby, the pastor. His 
text was Romans ix, 5: ‘‘And-of whom 
eas concerning the flesh Christ came, who 
is over all, God blessed forever. Ame.” 

In substanc? the sermon follows: 

“Jesus Christ is divine. He is equa! 
with God. He is God. The Bible is very 
clear on this subject. There can be no 
doubt as to the divinity of Christ. And 
yet there are those who deny the divinity 
of Christ. 

“The Arians declare that He is the high- 
est of all created beings, but not divine. 
Socinian& nold to the opinion that Christ 
is only a human being and that He is 
exalted above other men in His official 
character only. But these views do not 
alter the truth. “Christ is God. The 
great body of Christians in every 
of the ahurch have believed that Christ 
is divine and that He is God. 

‘The word of God abundantly proves 
the truth of the doctrine. In the Old 
Testament Scriptures, where God is called 
‘Jehovah,’ reference is had to Christ. 
Isaiah says: ‘Mine eyes have seen the 
king, the Lord of hosts.” In the New 
Testament Christ is expressly declared 
to be God. ,I Timothy fii. 16: ‘God mani- 
fest in the flesh.” Titus ii. 13, Christ is 
caNed ‘the great God and our Savoir.’ 
The apostle John says: ‘Tis is the true 
tod and our Savior.’ And so all through 
the New Testament Christ is declared 
to be God.

TAKEN OF RELIGION 


Stirring Appeal Made By Dr. Bull at 
Y. W. CG. A. Meeting. 


SERVICES HELD AT THE BIJOU 


Many Young Men Decigred Them- 
selves Ready To Lead a Chris- 
tian Life—Fine Vocal and 
Instrumental Music 
Rendered. 


Religious:. services of unusual interes’ 
were held at the Bijou by the Young 
Men's Christian Association in connec- 
tion with the Twentieth Century Gospel 
Campaign, yesterday afternoon, The 
theater was well-filled, fully six hin- 
dred men being present. ° 

A talk by Rev. G. W. Bull, pasor of the 
West. End Presbyterian church, on the 
profitableness of Godliness caused many 
men to make a public demonstration of 
their intention to lead better lives. 

The .Central Congregational Quintet 
added greatly to the afternoon's pro- 
zramme with selections of sacred vucal 
music. A fine orchestra furnished the 
instrumental! musie. 

The services began at 3:30 o'clock. W. 
KE. Mansfield, chairman of the devotional 
committee of the Young Men's Christian 
Association, presided and he was assist- 
ed by D. E. Luther, who led the singing. 
Rev. Mr. Bull, when introduced by Mr. 
Mansfieid, stated that ‘“‘Directness"’ would 


be the mainspring of his discourse. 


“I have selected as mg text,’ 
“the eighth verse of the fourth chapter 
of Timothy: ‘Godliness is profitable.’ ”’ 

During his discourse, Mr. Bull scated 
that if men would show half as much 
coInmon sense in religious matters as 
they did in business affairs, all the 
churches would be full. He addressed 
his audience on religion as men address 
each other on matters of business. The 
first question always was: ‘Is it profita- 
ble?’’ He made many points to prove that 
religion paid all who took hold of it. 

Religion on Business Basis. 

“I will first give you some indorse- 
ments.” he announced, ‘‘for business men 
always want indorsements. I name first 
Moses, poet, lawgiver, prophet and 
priest. I name second St. Paul, who had 
tried ungodliness and afterwards, when 
he tried godliness, he wrote to Timothy: 
‘Godliness is profitable.’ Now I will give 
you indorsements of men who are here 
present. Let every man here who has 
tried godliness and found it profitabie 
raise his hand.” 

Two or three 
raised, 

Continuing, Mr. Bull said he had learn- 
ed by observation that godliness was 
profitable. Men who were godly were 
well and happy, while men who /ed un- 
g0dlv lives were to be found in the jails, 
in the asvlums and the mad hous¢es. 

“It is useless,’’ said the speaker, ‘‘for 
the ministry to try to show that there is 
no pleasure in sin. There is picasure to 
be found around the punch bowl and at 
the gaming table, and you men who are 
seeking this sort of pleasure are doing 
so with all your energy. But does it 
pay? What do you gain by it? That is 
the question. On the other hand, look 
at the men who are temperate, who for- 
give those who wrong them and follow 
the example of Christ. Ask them if god- 
liness pays and they will exclaim: ‘Yea, 
a thousand fold.’ When you have be- 
come satiated with yqur pleasures of sin 
there will come trouble and heartaches. 
You may ask how you are to get the 
prolit from godliness. I answer, by go- 
ing into it just like you do any other 
business. You know what is keeping you 
away from God better than we can teil 
you. Give it up. Turn from sin and try 
godliness and you will find it profitable 
indeed.’’ 


Many Hands Held Up. 

At the conclusion of his discourse, Mr. 
Bull asked all who desired to turn away 
from ‘sin and begin to live a godly life 
to raise their hands. Fifty or sixty men 
raised their hands. 

Mr. Luther requested short statements 
from gudly men who were present to tell 
how thev had found the Christian life 
profitable, and a number of elderly men 
arose and made short talks. 

An after meeting was held and several 
voung men remained to seek  atvice 
about about leading better lives in the 
future.

Can anyone read this appeal and say 
that my father so insulted the good wo- 
men of Montgomery as to issue it when 
there was already a society doing what 
he appealed to them do? Could they 
think he did it ignorant of what was 
going on? I answer no, without fear of 
effort to contradict, from anyone searcli- 
ing for the truth. 

In addition to this is the card of ‘‘Au- 
gustus,’’ published in The Mail April 3, 
1866. calling attention to the deplorable 
conditicn of that part of the cemetery 
where the soldiers were buried. Does this 
look like arnvone had been looking after 
their graves? We who recollect back to 
that time know that they had not. I will 
kere state that there are so many 
graves marked “unknown.” because at- 
tention to them was put off so long, that 
the names written by a dishonest con- 
tractor with lamp-black instead of paint, 
had been washed off by the rain.

Editors Mail: Sunday I paid a visit to 
our city cemetery and blushed to see the 
graves of some of my brave comrades 
so much neglected. I have lately seen 
two or three articles in your paper cal!- 
ing upon the ladies to raise’ monev to 
defray the expenses of the removal of the 
remains of confederate soldiers from bat- 
tlefields in Virginia and _ elsewhere. 
While I heartliy approve of this. I would 
respectfully ask that some attention be 
paid to the graves of confederate sol- 
diers in our own city cemetery. If more 
care is not taken of them. tn a few 
months it will be impossible to  desig- 
nate the grave of one soldier from an- 
other. Every state of the late confeder- 
acy is represented here, and it is a duty 
we owe tf our sister states as well as to 
the brave men who perished in the per- 
formance of what they believed to he 
their duty. to keep their graves in order, 
I have visited the cemetery three of four 
times recently and while I see crowds of 
ladies and gentetmen fn it, I seldom see 
a single person near the graves of dead 
confederates, and this, too. in a citv that 
has professed so much love for them. A 
few dollars placed at the disposal of some 
responsible persons, or a few hours’ work 
will place these graves in a respectable 
condition. Will not the ladies of Mont- 
gomery attend to this? If they will not, 
l, as one of their comrades in arms. wil! 
call upon those soldiers who were fortu- 
nate enough to have their hves spared. 
to furnish the means which it will re- 
aguire to do the work.

A CURE FOR LEPROSY. 


The Dread Disease Yields to Proper 
Sanitation. 

Exchange: It is stated on what seems 
to be good authority that an American 
physician practicing among the Chinese 
of Canton has discovéred a certain reme- 
dy for leprosy. The principal features of 
the alleged cure are sanitation and the 
use of strong antiseptics. Both may be 
regarded as the leading principles of ad- 
vanced medical practice, and it is only 
within the past thirty years, or since our 
civil war, that we have learned the im- 
portance of proper sanitation, the lack of 
which is productive of all manner of so- 
called filth disease—while, with the use of 
antiseptics, germs are destroyed that es- 
cape decimation by purifying water 
sources and abolishing what the health 
authorities classify as nutsances. But 
there is a vast deal of misinformation 
concerning ™prosy, that dreaded. plague 
believed hitherto to be incurable. Indeed, 
it can hardly be believed yet for some 
time that a remedy has been found. The 
most eminent scientists of every national- 
ity have made a profound study of it, @ 
congress having been held in Berlin a few 
years ago at which the most recent ex- 
periments and investigations were thor- 
oughiy discussed. But nothing apparently 
came from the deliberations of that great 
body of servants. In Honolulu a physi- 
cian detailed to the leper station, and 
who visited the settlement on Molokai 
four times annually, stated that appa- 
rently it defied all the ordinary laws by 
which disease is contracted and transmit- 
ted. It is. as is well known, common in 
many parts of the world—in ‘Scandinavia, 
in Siberia, in China and the Hawaiian 
islands, in India and western Asia. It 
seems to attack people who live largely 
on fish, and especially where fish are 
eaten raw. The Hawalian type is entirely 
unlike that which is mentioned in the Bi- 
ble and prevalent in western Asia—lepro- 
sy ‘‘white as snow.” In Hawali those na- 
tives are most susceptible to it who are 
poorly nourished and are inclined to vice 
and intemperance. Though here, again, 
it defies the ordinary laws of transmis- 
sion, for perfectly 
sometimes attacked. wn Molokai, abomi- 
nable as it seems, the segregated lepers 
are permitted to marry. After they are 
banished to Molokai thetr former ties 
are permanently severed, as they are 
never permited to return to their homes, 
Many of the children of these leprous 
marriages never develop the disease, and 
they are detained at the settlement until 
they are 15 years of age, when they aré 
considered immune. Dr. Cooper, the phy- 
sician in Honolulu, stated that the dis- 
ease usually appeared in the shrinking of 
the muscle between the thumb and in- 
dex finger. From that the progress of 
decay was gradual; the fingers fallin 
off, the lobes of the ear thickening an 
lengthening until several amputations 
were necessary. The forehead becomes

The noted reinsman of by gone 
days is coming here next week to ship his 
sensational green horse Kinney Lou to 
Memphis, Tenn., where he will person- 
ally give him his early training. The son 
of McKinney, 2:11 1-4, has been wintering 
at Walnut Hall stock farm in care of 
Ed Benyon and looks the perfect picture 
of health and condition. Doble not only 
has designs on the M. and M. Detroit's 
rich fixture, but he has also set his 
heart on winning the famous Transylva- 
nia of 19088. The noted trainer wen the 
inaugural event of this great race in 1589 
with the great gray gelding Jack, 2:12, 
and the following vear captured it ‘with 
MecPDoel, 2:15 1-4, defeatin in that race 
the great Allerton, 2:09 1-4. and now, af- 
ter a decade, he is going to make an- 
other bid for this rich trophy before he 
lavs the silk colors finally away. Kinney 
lou went a trial last fall in 2:09 3-4. In 
the M. and M. he will meet a lot of green 
horses, including Jay McGregor, triai 
2:09 1-4: Neddie Connbrs, trial 9:09 3-4;
